Ontario Health Care for profit 


Toronto - A key report of the 
Ontario auditor has found that 
the Community Care Access 
Centres established two dec¬ 
ades ago to co-ordinate and 
streamline home care in fact 
have become overly-bureau- 
cratic, with redundant levels 
of administration that siphon 
off scarce health dollars. 

The province spends $2.4 


billion annually on the CCACs; 
62% goes to private companies 
contracted to provide home 
care services. According to 
those companies, 82% of the 
funding goes to front line staff 
- leaving 18%, or $267.8 mil¬ 
lion, for profit and adminis- 

About 160 home care com¬ 
panies have contracts with the 


province’s 14 CCACs - each 
of which also has administra¬ 
tion costs and overhead. In 
fact, money for home care is 
filtered through four levels of 
administration - the Ministry 
of Health, Local Health Inte¬ 
gration Networks, Commu¬ 
nity Care Access Centres, and 
provider companies - before 
any of it reaches the patients/ 


caregivers. 

There are reported inequi- 


measures of care and moni¬ 
toring, and a wide range in 
funding per home care client 
across die province. 

The Ontario Health Coa¬ 
lition, which summarized 
the auditor's report released 
Sept. 24, noted that the private 


companies report billing the 
CCACs anywhere from $58.70 
to $70.60 per hour for nurses 
who earn around $30 per hour, 
and from $29.50 to $48.98 per 
hour for PSWs, who may earn 
as little as $15 per hour. The 
discrepancy calls into ques¬ 
tion the companies’ claims 
that 82% is spent on front-line 
workers, since there is an ele¬ 


ment of profit-taking built in 
to the provision of care. 

The coalition has called for 
“a streamlined public non¬ 
profit home care system based 
on public interest principles, 
with reformed CCACs, better 
democratic input and stronger 
accountability" to address the 
profit-taking and lack of pub¬ 
lic accountability.

Gerl spoke of the need to support 
new technology, and provide stable 
funding for municipal transit. 

Van Loan cited the accomplish¬ 
ments of his party - including the Lake 
Simcoe Clean Up Fund, legislation to 
prevent dumping of ballast water, and 
to ban phosphates in detergents. He 
pointed out that the Liberals signed 
the Kyoto Accord, promising a 30% 
reduction in Carbon emissions, but 
instead oversaw an increase in emis¬ 
sions. He credited his government’s 
regulatory approach for delivering a 
decrease in emissions, and noted it 
was a partner with local municipali¬ 
ties “to deliver public transit.” 

He was challenged by Gerl, who

Winning new fans for FC

ing possibilities is the aim 
of this initiative of the Drag¬ 
ons. Dragon Force Toronto 
will be coordinated by Jose 
Violante - who has over five 
years of experience at the 
club, as the technical man¬ 
ager of another school - work¬ 
ing with coach Sergio Saraiva, 
a 4-year veteran of the club. 
Football (soccer) in Canada is 
a rising phenomenon, lead¬ 
ing to an increase in the qual¬ 


ity of technique. FC Porto’s 
initiative will develop and 
help young players grow, both 
Canadians and Portuguese- 
Canadians, following the phi¬ 
losophy and methodology of 
the Dragon Force project.
